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Have Motivation —Will Join 


Motivation researchers have not entered the arena 
of social welfare as yet to determine what influences 
individuals to become members of organizations 
like the NCSW. I must confess that there have been 
moments when I wanted their help on why individ- 
uals do not become active members, even though 
they attend Annual Forums with or without paying 
registration fees. Perhaps the best we can do since 
these creators of hidden persuaders cannot come to 
our aid is to depend on our friends who annually 
renew their memberships whether they are able to 
attend the Annual Forum or not. 


There appears to be general agreement that we 
should start with the working hypothesis that in- 
dividuals who join organizations are motivated by 
many factors and seek diverse rewards and goals. 
Students of this problem like Whyte, Frank, Sills, 
Packard and Reisman have identified many motiva- 
tions e.g. intra-psychic and social, which they have 
tested and found useful in explaining why individ- 
uals join and participate in various civic, educational 
and social welfare organizations. While their findings 
have some application to our problem of securing 
more members we are not ready, and I might add 
willing, to consider them seriously. 


One problem we face, however, is that we still 
know very little about our members—active and 
potential. We can merely suggest several generaliza- 
tions. Conference members belong to many organ- 
izations and are diversified as to type of work 
performed, educational background, auspice of agen- 
cy, interests, professional and lay, to mention a few. 
They are mature and sophisticated and they think of 
the Conference as an instrument which gives them 
a channel to make their contribution to the broader 
field. They do not think primarily or exclusively of 
the direct benefits they might derive from member- 
ship. The Conference gives them a sense of unity 
that they are a part of a great cooperative effort. 
NCSW as an organization is unique—its function is 


limited to forum activities. It is based on the inclu- 
sive rather than the exclusive principle of member- 
ship and participation. It operates in a complex 
field which requires a multiplicity of organizations 
to deal with the diverse and conflicting opinions and 
interests. Its Annual Forum is a product of many 
individuals and organizations on all levels of expe- 
rience and geographic levels—individuals and organ- 
izations who lift their attention from the minutiae 
of the daily tasks to the great fundamental objectives 
of social work and social welfare. 


If we were to select the one single major motiva- 
tion from the many, we would say that most of our 
continuing members join the Conference because 
there can be purposeful striving for useful goals in 
company with others. Many individuals recognize 
NCSW as a permanent organization, an organization 
which is a vital force for the improvement of social 
welfare services and one which deserves and re- 
quires their continuing support regardless of their 
ability to attend Annual Forums. 

Some one has suggested that NCSW, the mother 
of social welfare conferences is like a bus headed in 
a known direction which each passenger boards to 
travel toward the individualized goals he seeks; 
treating the Conference primarily as an instrument 
to leave when it no longer serves his purposes or has 
carried him to his immediate destination. Many pas- 
sengers have found the Conference a convenient 
vehicle for use during his entire professional or lay 
services in social welfare. Our problem of member- 
ship is to increase this present number. 

Perhaps, if we can continue to meet educational 
interests, needs, changing capacities and aspirations 
of professional and laymen in their different stages 
of their careers, there will be more people who will 
say, “Have motivation — will join.”

PLAN NOW TO BE IN CHICAGO 
MAY 11-16, 1958 
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President's Message 


The Chicago Annual Forum will be our first in the Space Age. Yet ironically enough, the Conference 
meets this year in an atmosphere far more sobering and challenging than any since the end of World War II. 
We face an attack upon appropriations for our welfare programs as a whole for powerful voices are urging 
that increased armaments be financed at the expense of our protective and constructive social services. 
Efforts are being made to limit or reduce federal aid for social welfare precisely at a time when the economic 
omens suggest the need for more federal aid than ever. For a second major cloud, no longer on the horizon 
but hovering over us, is the economic recession which may well put our income maintenance services to the 
severest test they have yet had to face and which will reveal the many chinks in the armor of protection to 
which we have long been calling attention. And this is happening at a time when the need to grapple with 
long-standing social problems is becoming ever more insistent. The extent of family breakdown, the preva- 
lence of juvenile delinquency, the striking and unplanned development of suburban communities together with 
the disturbing evolution of our cities into centers of minority groups and the economically disadvantaged, 
the mounting costs to families of medical care, the inadequacies of our rehabilitation services, the miserable 
housing that is the lot of far too many people, all these suggest that we should be devoting more, rather than 
less, of our resources to social welfare. 

This, if any, is the year when we need to come together to learn the magnitude of the task we face, to 
assess the effectiveness of our weapons in attacking these problems and to devise a strategy to fight off efforts 
to limit our effectiveness. The Forum this year is our opportunity to raise a powerful voice for welfare and, 
by meeting with one another, to strengthen our own resolves. The Program Committee has done its part in 
devising a program which, regardless of the special subjects covered, will reflect these wider concerns. The 
rest is up to you. By helping to make the attendance at the Chicago Conference one of our largest, you can 
demonstrate that social welfare does not, and should not, take a back seat in the concerns of the nation.

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The program of the 85th Annual Forum is organ- 
ized in line with the plan recommended by the 
Conference Study Committee. The report of this 
Committee, containing full details, was printed in 
the January 1949 Conference Bulletin, copies of 
which are available from the Conference office on 
request. 

The plan provides for meetings arranged by the 
National Conference Program Committee to take 
place on Sunday evening, all day Monday and 
Wednesday, and Friday morning. Meetings spon- 
sored by the Associate Groups are held prior to the 
opening of the Annual Forum, all day Tuesday and 
Thursday, and Friday afternoon.

U. S. PARTICIPATION 
IN TOKYO CONFERENCE 


In preparation for the Ninth International Con- 
ference of Social Work to be held in Tokyo from 
November 30 to December 6, 1958 the U. S. Commit- 
tee is developing a national report, stimulating local 
study groups throughout the country and working 
on plans for a United States exhibit. 

The national report will highlight American ex- 
perience in relation to the over-all Conference 
theme, which is “Mobilizing Resources for Social 
Needs: Social Needs and Resources for Meeting 
Them.” Following the pattern which has been estab- 
lished for all National Committee reports in an effort 
to secure comparable material, the report will be 
divided into four main sections related to the topics 
to be dealt with by the four Commissions at the 
Conference. There will also be an introduction setting 
forth the general background of American social 
welfare. 

The study project for local groups is being carried out by a 
number of NASW chapters with a special interest in interna- 
tional social welfare. An outline has been developed for use in 
reviewing social needs and social services in Japan or any 
other Asian country the group may select. 

The ICSW is sponsoring two study tours in connection with 
the Tokyo Conference. Each will depart from San Francisco 
on or about November 17, 1958 and will include a stopover in 
Hawaii, a seminar on Japanese social welfare prior to the 
Conference and visits to Hong Kong and Manila. Following 
that, one group will return across the Pacific, while the rest 
will continue on and stop in Bangkok, Rangoon, Delhi, Karachi 
and Athens, with the return to the United States on January 1, 
1959. The educational content of the tours will be planned and 
organized by the ICSW National Committees in each of the 
countries to be visited to acquaint the participants with the 
countries’ social and economic problems and social welfare 
programs. Donald S. Howard, Dean of the School of Social 
Welfare at UCLA, is Educational Director of the tours.

INCOME TAX DEDUCTIONS 
FOR CONFERENCE EXPENSES 


Since we have received a number of inquiries about de- 
ducting expenses incurred in attending the National Confer- 
ence on Social Welfare, we thought it would be helpful to 
publish here the most accurate information we have on the 
subject. The situation is different for staff members and for 
board members or volunteers. 


1. As far as professional workers (staff members of social 
agencies) are concerned, their expenses would appear to be 
deductible as business expenses to the extent that they are 
not reimbursed by the agency employing the individual. It 
has long been suggested, however, that it would be wise for 
agencies to have a clearly stated written policy setting forth 
the extent to which expenses of staff members are to be 


reimbursed and stating specifically that any excess costs are 
to be borne by the worker himself. This is important in order 
to make it quite clear that the bearing of unreimbursed ex- 
as is not a voluntary act on the part of the professional 
worker. 


2. With regard to board members and other agency volun- 
teers, it has been held that a taxpayer who gives his services 
gratuitously to an organization, contributions to which are 
deductible under section 23(0) of the Internal Revenue Code, 
and who incurs unreimbursed traveling expenses, including 
the cost of meals and lodging, while away from home in 
connection with the affairs of the association and at its 
direction may deduct the amount of such unreimbursed 
expenses in computing his net income. The phrase “at its 
direction” in the preceding sentence would imply that board 
members and volunteers should receive a letter in advance 
from their agency officially requesting their attendance at 
the particular Conference.
